Out of the huddle moved the 11 red- 
jerseyed players to line up before the 
football resting close to the 50-yard 
line. 
It was the closing moments of 
the game and the home team, trailing 
by three points, had possession of the 
ball. 
Time for only one more play. 
Suddenly the crowd leaped to its feet 
with an increasing roar as the last play 
unfolded. A gaping hole had appeared 
in the opposing line through which a 
fleet-footed ball-carrier raced. 
Dodg­ 
ing and weaving his way down-field. 
the runner crossed the goal-line trium ­ 
phantly. 


In the wild frenzy of their excite­ 
ment, few of the spectators noticed the 
referee’s handkerchief lying on the 
field, indicating a violation of the play­ 
ing rules. 
The cheering changed to a 
groan of despair as the ball was re­ 
turned and the play re-run. netting 
only a few yards as the game ended. 
W ith victory within its grasp, the home 
team ’s touchdown had been nullified 
because one of their players had been 
offside. 


Life is full of offside offenders. 
People are often guilty of invading 
neutral zones and charging to get the 
advantage of their competitors. Busi­ 
ness 
men 
are 
sometimes 
offside. 
Offenses range all the way from m ark­ 
ing up old goods to embezzlement of 
funds. They are not playing the game 
according to the rules. 
They are off­ 
side. 


Young people are sometimes off­ 
side. 
Many of them are simply fol 
lowing the example of their parents 
who have been out of line for years. 
Every family makes a team, and each 
member must line up properly with 
Christ, who is the center of life. 
But 
too often children have been allowed 
to wander to the sidelines and the 
whole family has to lie penalized. 


A lady was entertaining her friend’s 
small son. “Are you sure you can cut 
your m eat?’’ she asked, after watching 


his struggles. 
“Oh. yes.” he replied, without look­ 
ing up from his plate. “We often have 
it as tough as this at home.” 


Children often find the game of life 
a hard one because they have it “tough 
at home.” 
Young people who enter 
the restraining zones of life frequently 
are there because their parents were 
the first to invade them. 


But simple observance of the rules 
is not enough to win the game. 
A 
teacher asked a late pupil why he was 
so late. 
“Because 1 always obey the 
law ” answered the boy. 
“Ju st w hat 
do you mean?’’ asked the teacher. 
“W ell,” said the boy. “There’s a sign 
down the road that says: ‘School 
ahead — Go Slow.’ ” 


Obeying the rules is important, but 
guidance 
is even more 
im portant. 
Young people need coaching if they 
are going to win. And the best coach 
a boy can have is a father w?ho knows 
and obeys the rules. 
An Indian boy. 
to be accepted as a brave in his tribe, 
had to pass the test of the vigil. 


He was taken by his father deep 
into the forest. 
The two entered a 
region unknown to the boy. 
Towards 
sunset father and son shared a m eal; 
then, as darkness fell, the father said, 
“Good-bye.” turned his back on the lad, 
and left him to spend the night alone 
in the forest. 


There, hour after hour, the Red­ 
skin boy had to keep watch alone — 
alone in the impenetrable darkness 
with wild animals prowling about, 
alone with his fears of ghosts and evil 
spirits. 


But when at last the dawn broke, 
the boy discovered that actually he 
had not been alone, for in the pale light 
he saw. standing close by him. his 
father, who, unknown to him. had 
shared the vigil, and had kept watch 
through all the hours of darkness. 


A father and son who obey the 
rules of life make a winning team.
